Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

SECTION  4,  Chapter  sixty-nine  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 

by  striking  nut  section  eleven,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: — Section  11.    The  division 
of  immigration  and  Americanization  shall  employ  such  methods,  consistent 
with  law,  as  in  its  judgment,  will  tend  to  bring  intc  sympathetic  and 
mutually  helpful  relations  the  commonwealth  and  its  residents  of  foreign 
origin,  protect  immigrants  from  exploitations  and  abuse,  stimulate  their 
acquisition  and  mastery  of  English,  deveiDp  tneir  understanding  of 
American  government,   institutions  and  ideals,  and  generally  promote  their 
assimilation  and  naturalization.    For  the  above  purposes,  the  division 
may  co-operate  with  other  officers  and  departments  of  the  commonwealth 
and  with  all  public  agencies,  federal,  state  or  municipal.    It  may  in-_ 
vest^gate  the  exploitation  or  abuse  of  immi  rants  and  in  making  any  in- 
vestigation may  require  the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  books  and  documents  relating  to  the  matter  under  investiga- 
tion.   Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  and  of  the  commission 
on  adminstrat ion  and  finance,  the  division  may  make  reasonable  charges 
for  any  service  rendered  or  material  furnished  hy  it. 

SECTION  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  December  first  in  the 

current  year.

Senate  Vole  Helps 
Italian- Americans 


Would  Restore  Citizenship 
Voided  by  Vote  in  Italy 

WASHINGTON,  April  6  (UP)-— 
The  Senate  approved  legislation 
today  which  would  restore  citizen 
ship  to  Italian-Americans  who  for 
felted  their  civil  rights  by  voting 
in  the  Italian  elections  of  1946  and 
1948. 

Passage  was  by  voice  vote.  The 
bill  was  returned  to  the  House, 
which  alheady  had  approved  it,  for 
concurrence  in  an  amendment  re- 
quiring such  persons  to  swear  they 
have  done  nothing  to  promote 
Communism. 

Sens.  Pat  McCarran,  D.,  New, 
and  William  Benton,  D..  Conn., 
headed  sponsors  of  the  bill.  They 
said  many  Americans  of  Italian 
descent  visited  Italy  after  World 
War  n.  Under  strong  urging  from 
Americans  and  Italians,  the  Sena- 
tors continued,  these  American 
citizens  voted  in  the  election  to 
help  defeat' Communism. 

Later  they  lost  their  American 
citizenship  because  the  United 
States  technically  still  was  at  war 
with  Italy.  Passage  of  the  bill 
would  be  "added  proof  to  the  worldl 
of  our  belief  in  justice  and  fair 
play."  Sen.  Benton  said.

Permits  Hungarian-Born  Author 
to  Stay  in  U.  S.  Indefinitely 

WASHINGTON,  Aug.  8  (IP).— 
The  House  completed  Congres- 
sional action  today  on  a  bill  to 
permit  Arthur  Koestler,  ,Hungar- 
ian-born  author,  to  stay  in  the 
United  States  indefinitely.  The 
measure  now  goes  to  President 
Truman  for  his  expected  signa- 
ture.

Koestler,  author  of  the  novel

October  Muddled  Through 
With  an  Air  of  Indistinction 


By  SUMNER  BARTON 


Bostonians  were  living  in  a  cloud 
through  much  of  October. 

The  cloud  in  this  case  was  fog — j 
deep,  opaque  and  gloomy.  It  made 
the  sun  a  stranger  and  opened  the 
season  .for  head  colds. 

Fourteen  days  were  classified  as 
foggy.  From  the  3d  through  the 
5th  there  wasn't  a  bit  of  sunshnH., 
In  fact,  the  sun  was  obscured  on,  a 
total  of  eight  days. 

The  fog  was  caused  by  wart* 
ocean  air  being  blown  over  the  cold 
ground  and  condensing.  One  of  the 
worst  days  was  Oct.  4,  when  visi- 
bility was  reduced  to  one-quai<»r 
mile. 

Normally  Boston  gets  58  percent 
of  the  amount  of  sunshine  possible 
in  October.  Last  month  that  figure 
was  reduced  to  47  percent.  Shades 
■nf_Brjtain! 

■  With  all  the'  fns  ana  cloudinebi, 
it  mieht  seem  that  (he  month  would 
be  exceptionally  cool.  That  wasn't 


the  case,  however,  for  a  stream  of 
warm,  southern  air  gave  us  a  mean 
daily  temperature  1.2  degrees  above 
normal. 

The  remarkable  thing  about  it 
was  that  the  maximum*  temperature 
was  only  72  ion  the  16th).  In  the 
80-year  record  of  the  Weather 
Bureau,  the  mercury  failed  to  ex- 
ceed 72  only  six  times  in  October. 
The  hottest  day  was  Oct.  1,  1881 
when  we  sweltered  at  90. 

October  temperatures  have  been 
above  normal  since  1945.  the  warm- 
est bemg  in  1947  with  61.6  degrees; 
8  above  normal.  The  minimum  tem- 
perature last  month  wa«  only  37  in 
Boston,  although  northern  suburbs 
had  killing  frosts  as  early  as  Oct.  13. 

Rainfall  in  the  Fall  is  of  tremen- 
dous help  to  the  farmer  and  October 
cooperated  in  this  respect.  Rain 
fell  on  16  days  for  total  precipita- 
tion of  3.98  inches,  which  exceeds 
normal  by  83  inch. 

The  wors^  storm  of  the  month 


occurred  on  the  24th  and  25th,  w  hen 
there  were  sevpra)  fhfrtf,  severe 
squalls  and  total  rainfall  of  1.30 
inches.  The  heaviest  rain  (1.06 
inches)  fell  on  the  25th.  Boston 
was  thoroughly  drenched  with  .26 
inch  in  five  minutes  and  .51  inch  in 
a  half  hour. 

The  first  snow  came  to  New 
Hampshire  and  Maine.  Houlton.  in 
Aroostook  County,  reported  six 
inches  Oct.  28  and  29. 

Bad  as  our  weather  seemed  to 
have  been,  we  were  lucky  in  com- 
parison to  residents  of  the  Great 
Plains.  Snowfalls  of  more  than  nine 
inches  were  reported  yrstcrd,.  n 
Minnesota  whfle  sections  of  Mon- 
tana and  North  Dakota  had  tem- 
peratures down  to  10.  •

SPIRO 


Since  last  August,  members  of  the  Interna- 
tional Institute  have  been  aware  of  the 
fact  that  all  grouos  in  the  U.  S.  inter- 
ested in  the  resettlement  of  refugees  by 
the  International  Refugee  Organization 
are  doubling  their  efforts  as  the  D.  P.  law  expires, 
and  all  visas  must  be  issued  by  December  31st  of 
this  year.  So  far,  as  of  November  10th,  280,571 
displaced  persons  have  entered  the  United  States. 

Our  national  office,  the  American  Federation 
of  International  Institutes,  filed  blanket  assur- 
ances for  500  families,  of  which  157  hrve been  spon- 
sored through  the  efforts  of  local  Institutes.  Our 
Munich  office  writes  as  follows:  "Two  hundred  and 
forty-three  D.  P.  families  are  still  waiting  for 
the  letter  sent  out  from  the  Munich  SPIRO  office 
with  the  words,  'We  are  pleased  to  inform  you  that 
we  have  a  sDonsor  for  you  in  the  U.  S.'  Many  of 
these  families  vave  already  been  processed.  They 
p.re  ready  to  embark.    BUT  THEY  HAVE  NO  SPONSOR." 

Among  the  six  families  sponsored  by  staff, 
board  members,  and  friends,  the  first  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  a  few  days  ago.  A  Polish  mother  and 
six-year-old  boy  came  here  by  way  of  New  Orleans. 
The  sponsor,  by  error,  was  at  the  wrong  station  but 
rushed  to  the  right  one  and  found  them  eagerly  wait- 
ing for  her.  Fortunately  the  -enonsor  speaks  Polish, 
and  how  hapny.  they  were  when  the  sponsor  took  them 
to  her  home.  Little  Bronislaw  was  all  eyes  and 
ears,  greatly  intrigued  by  the  American  wonderland 
of  plumbing,  refrigerators,  and  gadgets  of  all  sorts. 
But  he  wasn't  sure  he  liked  America  because  he 
missed  the  old  lady  who  took  care  of  him  in  Europe. 
Before  long,  we  are  sure  Bronislaw  and  his  mother 
will  have  new  friends  and  a  new  life  in  America.
